What to the Gospels mean by ekklesia? 

This word (Greek ekklesia) occurs in the 
gospels only here and in Matthew 18:17 
(twice). There are several possibilities for 
an Aramaic original. Jesus' church means 
the community that he will gather and that, 
like a building, will have Peter as its solid 
foundation. (NAB footnote) 

Standard Greek translation is "assembly" or 
"council"

Gnosticism 

Gnosis: Special knowledge available only 
to a few 

Mixed Greek philosophy with Christian and 
Jewish teaching 

Dualistic world view: humans are divine 
souls trapped in a material world created 
by a lesser god 

Developed "Gnostic Gospels," some 
recently found at Nag Hammadi 



Arianism 



Followers of Arius of Alexandria (250 
336) 

Non-Trinitarian 

Taught that Christ was a "creature" 

Major reason for Council of Nicea 

Continued as competing "branch" of 
Christianity for several centuries 



Constantine 




Emperor: 306-337 

First Christian Emperor 

Stopped persecution of 
Christians by Roman State 

Changed city of Byzantium 
to Constantinople 

Called the Council of Nicea 



Council of Nicea: 325 
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Convoked by Constantine 

First Ecumenical Council 

- 300 Bishops attended 

Rejected Arianism 

Affirmed the Trinity 

Established Nicene Creed 

Fixed date of Easter 

Established the principle of 
Church "canons" (laws)

3 to 1 1 Million deaths (30% of the population in 
some areas) 



Age of Reason and French Revolution 



Philosophy based on human reason, 
not religion or revealed truth 

Advance of experimental science 

Rejection of Monarchical rule and 
political power based on divine right 

French Revolution destruction of 
"ancien regime" (old order) 



The French Revolution and the Church 

• Thousands of Priests killed 

• Tens of thousands forced into exile 

• Church land confiscated 

• Most Churches closed, sold or destroyed
